1949 in the Congress of Labor Organizations (CLO) Worker's Institute, Head of 
the school is Guillermo Capadocia, a well~snown labor leader * , who stated 
that the CLO Central Committes is considering plans for aceepting the applica-- 
tions which have been received from persons not affiliated with CLO. 


2. The curriculum of the school 1s patterned after that of the California Labor 
School in San Francisco, with classes being held from 6 potto to 9 polos Monday 
through Fridey. Thirty three students had enrolled and paid fees of f2 each 
for the first month, The CLO has requested that the Federacion Obreros 
Filipinos (FOF), whose president is Jose M. Nava, send pensioners to the 
school.
